(2) by June 13, 2019, the parties shall file a joint status report indicating whether they 
have reached an agreement: 

(a) to substitute the two previous FOIA requests referenced in JSR < j[ < H 7, 16™8 for 
plaintiffs requests (a)(2)(18); 

(b) on a timeline for the production of records responsive to plaintiffs requests (a)(1) 
and (b)(l)(7); and 

(c) on a proposed scheduling order that reflects the parties' agreement, or, if no 
agreement has been reached, an explanation for the perceived deficiencies in the 
opposing party’s proposed schedule; 

(3) if the parties do not reach an agreement for the production of records responsive to 
the plaintiffs FOIA requests, the parties shall file a joint status report, by July 1, 2019 
and every 30 days thereafter, detailing the status of the defendant's search for, and 
processing of, responsive records so that the Court may ensure expeditious resolution 
of this matter. Those status reports must include: 

(a) identification of the search terms used to identify responsive records, as well as the 
components and records custodians within USCIS subject to the search; 

(b) the number of responsive records for which processing is completed; 

(c) the estimated number of responsive records still being processed; 

(d) the number of responsive records being processed each month; and 

(e) the estimated date, based on the monthly processing rate, when the processing and 
production of responsive records to the plaintiff will be completed.
